The Empire State has declared it- 
self and the declaration in favor of 
President Taft’s renomfnation is fully 
as strong and morally as binding on 
the delegates to the national conven- 
tion as language can make it. This 
is the accepted view of the leaders of 
those who balked at the use of the 


While it is conceded that the New 
York delegation at Chicago will fol- 
low the programme enunciated by the 
State convention, with the exception 
of the seven district delegates who are 
—— supporters, one element con- 
tinues to force attention upon the pos- 
sibility of a candidacy aside from 
either Taft or Roosevelt. In this 
connection an editorial that appeared 
tonight in the. Rochester Times, the 
organization paper that reflects the 
views of George W. Aldridge, the Re- 
publican leader of this section, is in- 
teresting, if not broadly significant, 
Declaring that the Roosevelt victory 


and that the result ‘there on the 
Democratic side was even more sur- 
prising, the editorial concludes: 

“The political situation, viewed 
through both Republican and Demo- 
cratic glasses, is decidedly complex and 
the platform adopted here today is to 
be recommended chiefly because it 
leaves the delegates free to vote for 
the ‘man of the hour.“ We predict 
that Justice Charles E. Hughes will 
receive the most serious consideration 
from now on, and that it will not take, 
a great deal of ‘urging’ to win him 
the Presidential nomination.” 

There has been a great deal of dark 
horse talk in New York for many 
weeks, and most of it has involved the 
drafting of former Gov. Hughes, now 
Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, as a Presi- 
den candidate. Since the Illinois 
primary of yesterday, and the com- 
pletion of the work here today, some 
of the same sort of talk has been 
heard. But the actual developments 
have solidified the support that Taft 
will have from the New York dele- 
gates. 

State Chairman Barnes, who was 
most violently opposed to _ instruc- 
tions, states that there is no possibil- 
ity of the delegation throwing its sup- 
port to any other candidate or te 
prevent any active candidate. Irre- 
spective of past opinions, the leaders 
of all factions are in the main pre- 
pared to go up and down with Pres- 
ident Taft. The prevailing belief with 
most of them is that if a victory can- 
not be won with Taft R cannot be 
won with any Republican. The be- 
lief of Mr. Barnes and his friends is 
that circumstances incident to the 
Roosevelt candidacy have compelled 
the Taft forces to go so deep in their 
championship of the President that 
there can be no reconsideration, no 
matter what fancied inducements 
might present themselves. Further- 
more, there is an almost unanimous 
belief that Roosevelt's boost in IIII- 
nois cannot affect the nomination re- 
sult as it had been foreseen prior to 
yestercay’s primaries.

That vic- 
tory for Adolph B. and John D. was 
appealed by Rudolph and Claus A., 


who were the testamentary executors 


of the estate and trustees of certain 
declared trusts by the will, which in 
expressed terms, cut off Adolph and 
John. 

It was explained at the time the 
will was offered for probate that 
Adolph and John were cut off be- 
cause during his life their father 
had given them large sums of money 
in lieu of legacies, and while it was 
admitted by the sons that they had 
received the money, they denied that 
their gifts were in satisfaction of 
their claims as heirs of the estate. 
and they sued to have the will set 


de. 

Under the law the widow of the 
sugar magnate took one*half of the 
estate, and that left about $10,000,- 
000 to be disposed of by the will. 
‘The father devised one-third of that 
$10,000,000 in trust for Mrs. Emma 
C. Ferris, a daughter who lives in 
England, during her life, the re- 
mainder to go to her issue. The 


other two-thirds waa equally divided 


between Claus and Rudolph, and 
they were made executors and trus- 


tees of the trust fur Mrs. Ferris.

The Supreme Court reviews the 
whole history of the case and makes 


the disputed will part of its opinion, 
discussing its provisions seriatim and 
upholding the validity of each clause, 
concluding the decision with the 
words: 


“The decision appealed from is re- 
versed.” 


Claus Spreckels died on December 


26, 1908, leaving the four sons and 
one daughter mentioned in the will, 
and a widow, Mrs. Anna Spreckels, 
who died three days before the de- 
cision of Judge Coffey. Her will 
named Claus and Rudolph the ex- 


ecutors of her estate, valued at about 


$10,000,000. Since the beginning of 
the contest a child, Jean, has been 
born to Mrs. Ferris, and upon the 
death of Mrs. Ferris, the child will 
get her share of the $20,000,000 es- 
tate.

all low lands bumper crops re as- 
sured but on some of the dry ground 
the present rein was the salvation 
of farmers in the northern part of 
the State.

In his address here tonight Col. 
Roosevelt made a detailed exposition 
of theories which he has propounded 
in regard to the courts. He again 
directed severe criticism against 
Joseph Choate, John G. Milburn and 
the other New York lawyers who com- 
bat his ideas. He said these men, 
whom he termed “embattled attor- 
neys for the defense of special privi- 
lege,” in taking the position they do, 
“nakedly champion vested wrong.” 

He said they “are standing cheek 
by jowl with our worst representa- 
tives of politics when they seek to 
keep the courts in the grasp of privi- 
lege and politicians.”

BUILD HARBOR PIERS... 
AND WHARVES NOW. 


Commission Decides to Go 


the Ten Thousand Feet of Frontage on the Hunting- 
ton Fill Fire proof Construction Adapted to 4A 
Kinds of Commerce—Saving Money for City. 


Ahead Immediately With 


O BUILD wharves and plers on 
t ud Hontington fill at once was de- 
cided upon by the Harbor. Com- 

mission, yesterday morning. As the 
work of the Standard American Dredge- 
ing Company with the filling of the 
concession progresses, the wharf 
builders will follow rapidly and the ac- 
tion of the commission assures be- 
yond mischance the completion of the 
great pier with its 10,000 feet of 
wharf front, even before the Panama 
Canal shall be open for business. 

Orders were given the City Engi- 
neer to prepare the plans for the con- 
struction work at once, and at the 
same time the standard type of con- 
struction at the harbor was decided 
upon on the advice of Consulting En- 
gineer Goodrich. When the City En- 
gineer shall have completed his plans 
and specifications for the quays at the 
southern end of the fill, and for the 
long pier, these are to be forwarded 
to Goodrich at his New York office for 
inspection and approval, un their 
being returned to this city, the Har- 

or Commission will turn them over 
to the Board of Public Works to 
advertise for bida. 

COST MILLION AND QUARTER. 

The estimates of the cost of the 
work, roughly made and based upon 


basin wharves made by Goodrich are 
$1,250,000 at the outside, Under all 
previous calculations the cost would 
have been close to $250,090 more. In 
this connection, when President Gib- 
bon of the commission found that 
Goodrich'sa reduced estimates on the 
Wilmingten sin construction also 
will save the city at least $104,000, he 
ejaculated: “Why, this man Goodrich 
has already saved the city hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 


At the end of the long pler—it ex- 
tends 3800 feet along west channel 


cost calculations on the Wilmington 


and 4100 feet along the entrance chan- 


nel to the inner harbor—will be two 
quays, each 1200 feet long. These 
quays will have a perpendicular sur- 
face of concrete, as is seen in some 
the great harbors in Europe. From 
the quay-head at the main pier, the 
construction will be altered. The 
solid fill will set back thirty feet, ap- 
proximately, and outside of this. jut- 
ting out from the bulkhead line there 
will be what is called “open construc- 
tion.” This means that piles of rein- 
forced concrete will be bullt out to 
the pier line, and these will s 
the wharf flooring above them. 

HAS VAST CAPACITY. 

“On a basis of 160 tons to the foot 
at San Francisco,” sald Secretary 
Fleming of the Harbor Commission, 
“which is a fair estimate, this means 
that the 10,000-foot frontage ther 
will be able to care for 1,600,000 tons 
annually of freight. The tonnage o 
the past year amounted to 647,24 
tons of general commodities and 1,- 
059,754 tons of lumber-—something 
in excess of 679 millions of feet of 
lumber were handled at the harbor. 
We will thus double the capacity of 
the harbor.” 

He pointed out that this will put the 
city in a pesition where it will be pre- 
pared to care for the commerce ex | 
pected beyond peradventure.

MUST ANSWER 
KILLING SMITH. 


ESPITE the efforts of several 

skilled lawyers and the testimony 

of a score of witnesses on his be- 
half, John G. McKinney, wealthy 
president of the Los Angeles Ice and 
Cold Storage Company, motorist and 
clubman, must stand trial in the Su- 
perior Court on the charge of man- 
slaughter for the killing of Richard J. 
Smith, the old ranchman of Compton 
who met his death while trying to pre- 
vent the McKinney party from driv- 
ing through his planted field. The 
decision of the court brought a dis- 
tinct surprise to the defense. The de- 
fendant and his friends were confident 
of release and for that reason, prac- 
tically all the evidence in the posses- 
sion of McKinney's lawyers was intro- 
duced in the preliminary contrary to 
usual custom which is to reserve the 
defense until the trial court is reached. 
PROSECUTION SCORES. 
Deputy District Attorney Blair rhade 
an eloquent argument in which he 
scored the millionaire defendant for 
telling his driver to run down the old 
ranchman, who was trying to keep 
trespassers off his land. The prose- 
cutor declared that it was folly to sup- 
pose that Bmith met death as the re- 
sult of fatty degeneration of the heart 
for on the testimony of reputable phy- 
sicilans Smith's heart was in normal 
condition, but showed a bruise on it. 
The deputy declared that in return 
for his efforts to defend his rights he 
was dragged under a big automobile 
and practically put to death. 
Blair reviewed all the testimony and 
showed that a jury should decide 
whether the impact of the costly ma- 
tor car had killed the deceased. 
_ The arguments of counsel for the de- 
tense were to the effect that Smith 
had a weak heart and that the aute- 
mobile incident had nothing to do with 
his death. Much time was taken in 
discussing the alleged profane lan- 
guage that was used by the deceased.

After an information is 
filed, the defendant can interpose 
various technicalities before the case 
reaches the trial state. It is probable 
that prominent criminal lawyers will 
be retained to defend McKinney as his 
present attorneys are more versed in 
civil practice than in big criminal 
trials.

Apparently on his way east with his

La Follette “wiped up the 
earth” with the colonel in North Dakota 
and Wisconsin, and the friends of Presi- 
dent Taft did things” full of illumination 
te the colonel everywhere else in the 
country where delegates for the Republi- 
can convention were chosen either by pri- 
mary vote or by convention. 

For days the former President has been 
going about Illinois making as much noise 
as the roaring lions he encountered in 
the African jungles. The “Sucker” State 
is torn from limb to tree by the most 
chaotic political- conditions known. even 
in that very disturbed commonwealth. It 
may be very significant, and yet on the 
other hand it may not be so very much 
so, that the primary election in Illinois 
on Tuesday was characterized by an ex- 


| penditure of money scarcely ever matched 


in American politics. In this connection 
one thing is clear, that the administra- 
tion forces were not supplied lavishly 
with money. It is also not to be forgotten 
that “Roosevelt Policies” have never

It is never useful in politics to dissem- 
ble facts, however prone politicians 
may be to that practice.

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OF SELF-DESTRUCTION. 


In the methods it employs, as a con- 


sequence of its own actions, through the 
application of its own theories, labor- 
unionism is bound, sooner or later, to 
perish by its own hand. eae 

Not through any defect in the majority 
of men who compose the great army of 


| labor--these indeed are the stones of 


which our civiligation is built under the 
guiding hand of capital. Not from the 


minority enrolled in the ranks of labor- 


unionism—these are, as a rule, honest and 
well-meaning. The labor unions are 
doomed through the overweening ambitions 
of those who get their living out of them; 
from the actions of their paid officials; 


from the curse of the agitators, who use. 
them for a stepping-stone, who would de- 


grade them into a base weapon to strike 
at all that is fair and right and just. 
These are the enemies in disguise who 


will eventually destroy them 


A typical example of the effect of un- 
checked and rabid labor union tactics is 
seen in the present condition of the 
British shipbuilding trade in the City of 
London. The woes of the workers who 
have blindly obeyed the dictates. of the 
union officials is pitiful. A British trade 
journal, not allied with either the men or 
the owners, only interested in the com- 
mercial position of the metropolis, has set 
down the loss to London and to its work- 
ers in a series of plain, unvarnished facts. 

Ten years ago the shipbuilding industry 
in London was in a flourishing condition. 
‘With its allied industries it gave employ- 
ment to thousands of operatives. It sup- 
ported not only shipwrights, carpenters, 
mechanics and unskilled laborers, but also 
a whole army of small tradesmgn who 
ministered to their wants. The workmen 
struck for higher wages and shorter hours 
and for a time they got them, and the 
officials grew arrogant. They enforced an 
eight-hour day in London, and also per- 
suaded a weak government to insert a 
“fair wages clause in every contract 
given to a Thames shipbuilding firm for 
the construction of warships. In ‘conse- 
quence ships can be built more cheaply 
on the Tyne, the Clyde and in the north of 
Ireland. As a government, like a private 
corporation, must buy in the Cheapest 
market, the shipbuilding interests grad- 
ually left the shores of the Thames. 

Today there is not one large shipbuild- 


ing firm left in London. They have either 


migrated or closed down their yards. The 
big business of Yarrow has been removed 
to Glasgow. Messrs. Thornycroft went to 
a small industrial town where unionism 
was not rampant. eiessrs. Maudsiay and 
Messrs. Humphrey and Tennant have 
Ironworks,

Gila River Rights.

_ PHOENIX (Ariz.) April 10.—Two 
organizations of Salt River Valley 
farmers now are being formed for the 
purpose of purchasing power in 
quantities from the electric system 
operated by the reclamation service. 
One of these companies comprises 
the land owners around Scottsdale 
and the other will tap the neighbor- 
hood of the Indian School, north of 
Phoenix, the Indian Schoo] itself te 
be included within the list of consum- 
ers. Transformer: stations will have 
to be erected, from which low volt- 
age lines will lead to the points of 
 eonsumption. The power will prob- 
ably be sold at not above 2 cents per 
_ kilowatt Bour, providing cheap pow- 
er for the operation of the machinery 
of the farms and illumination as well. 


Most of the power at present comes 


from the Roosevelt dam, though a 
number of large power stations soon 
will be in operation at points along 
the larger valley canals.

ALLEGATIONS AGAINST WOMAN 


TO BE PROSECUTED. 


Hollywood Man Asserts He Pur- 
chased « Relinquishment on Pub- 
lic Lands Which Officials Say 
Never Existcd—Example to Be 
Made to Prevent Its Recurrence. 


Gratz W. Helm, chief of the field 
division of the local Land Office, ex- 
pects to file with the District Attorney 
today charges against Dr. Henrietta 
KE. Sweet, No. 905 Fedora street, this 
city, alleging that she got $100 from 
Frederick A. Kuhiman, No. 317 South 
Williard avenue, Hollywood, by false 
pretenses. | 

“The charge against the woman is 
the old familiar one of inducing the 
unsuspecting to pay money for a re- 
linquishment of an entry on public 
land, when, as a matter of fact, no 
entry existed. and of disposing of a 
relinquishment that describes unde- 
sirable public land, after showing the 
victim land not included in the de- 
scription. 

Some days ago, Kuhiman wrote the 
local Land Office asking to know who 
had an entry on land upon which he 
had filed a desert land claim some 
time before. The land which Kuhl- 
man thought he had purchased in the 
relinquishment consisted of 160 acres 
located near Victorville, San Bernar- 
dino county. He declared that he had 
paid $100 to Dr. Sweet for it. It is 
alleged that the doctor had shown 
him a piece of land in San Bernardino 
county with a description of the 
same, and he paid her the money on 


the representation that it cost that- 


amount for a relinquishment. 
Kuhiman was told to get a receipt 
for the money, which he did, and he 
was then informed that no entry had 
ever been made on the land so there 
Was no relinquishment to purchasc. 
The land shown to Kuhlman, it is 
said, was of superior character, while 
the land that he filed upon was many 
miles away and poor.

In reversing the decision of the 
lower court in the case of the City of 
Pomona and others against the Sun- 
set Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
panty, on appeal from the United 
States Circuit Court for the Ninth 
Circuit, a suit of a corporation to re- 
strain city of Pomona from re- 
moving its poles and wires from the 
streets of Pomona, and from placing. 
more poles and wires in the streets, 
the Supreme Court, Justice Holmes 
writing the opinion, said the ground! 
relied on by the appellee was “that 
the Constitution of California, as 
amended in 1911, or the statutes of 
contained a grant with 
which the Constitution of the United 


| States does not permit the city to 


interfere.” This is the only argu- 
ment pressed. Unless the appelice 
got a grant from one of these two 
sources it has no right to occupy the 
streets. The opinion continues: 

“The claim based upon the amend- 
ment to article xi, section 19, of the 
Constitution of the State, October 10, 
1911, does not impress us. 

“By the amendment, any municipal 
corporation may establish and oper- 
ate public works for telephone serv- 
ice, ‘either by construction or by 
purchase." It then goes on: ‘Persons 
or 00 may ‘establish and 
works for supplying its in- 
service upon 
such conditions and under such regu- 
lation as the municipality may pre- 
acribe under its organic law, on con- 
dition that the municiffial government 
shall have the right to regulate the 
ch thereof.’ 

“We agree with the appellants that

“But the amendment did not go 
into effect for sixty days, and two 
days later, on March 22, a franchise 
act Was passed, to take effect imme- 
diately, providing that ‘every fran- 
chise or privilege to erect or lay tele- 
graph or telephone wires to construct
